Kidnapers finally free Leonhardy Supervisors approve 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico (UPI) 
— U.S. General Consul Terrence G. 
Leonhardy walked into his home 
late Monday in borrowed clothing 
and a three-day growth of beard, 
freed after leftwing guerrillas held 
him for nearly four days as a 
political hostage. 
Diplomatic colleagues said the 58- 
year-old 
career 
diplomat 
was 
“ okay .” 
Leonhardy said in a statem ent 
that his ordeal again emphasizes the 


need 
for 
all 
governments 
to 
c o o p e r a t e 
in 
s t a m p i n g 
out 
international terrorism . 
Leonhardy did not discuss the 
details of his kidnaping, carried out 
by four men who later identified 
them selves 
as 
m em bers 
of 
a 
leftwing group called the People’s 
Revolutionary Armed Forces. 
But Leonhardy did express thanks 
to Mexican authorities who bowed to 
demands of his captors and freed 30 
so-called political prisoners. The 


guerrillas had warned they would 
kill Leonhardy if the 30 prisoners 
were not freed and llown to Cuba 
Authorities freed and escorted the 
30 prisoners, including four women, 
to Havana on Sunday Then began 
the long wait to see d Leonhardy 
would go tr e e

whether

is 
given 
immunity would depend on the value 
of his information. 
The Washington Star-News said 
today Dean’s efforts apparently had 
fallen through to get immunity from 
federal attorneys in exchange for 
testimony 
before 
a 
grand jury 
investigating W atergate, and that 
his lawyers now were concentrating 
on getting an exemption from the 
Senate comm ittee. 
The immunity requested by the 
com m ittee for Dean presumably 
will be issued promptly. Neither the 
J u s t i c e

which 
transm its 
the 
request, 
nor the 
federal court which handles it has 
any grounds for refusing it, Senate 
sources said.

W atergate and sim ilar incidents of 
political espionage and sabotage. 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
said today plans now call for the 
first hearings to begin May 17 
—about 
two 
days 
later 
than 
previously planned. 
Vice Chairman Howard H. Baker, 
R-Tenn., said the first round of 
hearings would be significant. There 
have been reports that the initial 
hearings will not deal specifically 
with W atergate —the burglary and 
bugging 
of 
D em ocratic 
head­ 
quarters. 
Ervin said the first phase of 
hearings would be on May 1718, May 
22-24, and June 12-14. 
Ervin told reporters in response to 
a question, “ I have no information 
that President Nixon was personally 
involved 
in 
this 
(Watergate) 
m atter.” 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
said he felt Nixon still needed to 
reassure the American people that a 
“ truly independent” 
investigation 
would be made of the scope of the 
scandal.

organization when he was rated the

Elliot L. Richardson, named last 
week by Nixon to take command of 
the government investigation of the 
scandal, said Monday that after he 
is confirmed as attorney general, he 
will 
nam e a special W atergate 
prosecutor, but made clear the 
appointee would be answerable to 
him.

The Board of Supervisors late 
Monday voted unanimously to adopt 
the 
proposed 
$77,446,224 
Santa 
Barbara County government budget 
lor fiscal year 1973-74 which would 
hold the property tax rate at the 
current $3.46 per $100 assessed 
valuation 
But the board, in an important 
move regarding a proposed $7 2 
million program to spend federal 
revenue sharing funds in the coming 
fiscal year, appeared to open the 
door toward possible granting of 
funding for some social programs. 
Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson said he had rejected all 
such 
requests 
from 
non-profit 
agencies on the basis of an opinion 
from the county counsel’s office. 
But Supervisors Frank J. Frost 
and Charles F. Catterlin took issue 
with 
this 
interpretation, 
and 
Catterlin declared he felt “ it’s a 
wide open question.” 
Catterlin suggested to Johnson 
that a specific agenda be set up 
when the board holds a public 
hearing 
on 
revenue 
sharing 
appropriation requests May 30 at 10 
a m. in the county building 
Frost rapped the proposed $2 
million appropriation for a m ajor 
north 
county 
detention 
facility, 
claiming the recommended outlay 
“ makes it look like law enforcement 
is the county’s main problem, which 
it isn't.’ He also criticized the half­ 
million 
expenditure 
for 
county 
parking facilities. 
Johnson said it appeared a north 
county facility of this magnitude 
was needed to take care of north 
county generated 
prisoners who 
otherwise had to be transported to 
the Goleta Valley county jail. But 
Frost claimed the county prisoner 
load can actually be reduced in 


coming years by setting up of 
detoxification centers for drunks 
now making up a large number of 
prisoners. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, Santa 
Maria, said he felt the $2 million 
facility was justified, but agreed 
with Catterlin who is on the jail 
committee with him that no up-to- 
date report has been drawn up on 
the proposal by the sheriff s office. 
Supervisors agreed that the May 
30 forum on revenue sharing will be 
a forerunner for a budget public 
hearings starting June 6 at 9:30 a m 
in the county building 
Rublic hearings on the budget can 
go as long as to June 15, and the 
board can hold off adoption of the 
final budget to Sept. 2. 


Johnson in his message in the 
proposed budget stated that the 
county was escaping a substantial 
tax levy boost in the coming year 
only because of large-scale welfare 
cuts 
brought 
on 
by 
federal 
legislation and the availability of the 
millions in revenue sharing. 


County property tax load would be 
about $4.5 million high this coming 
fiscal year without these factors, he 
declared. 


Johnson’s 
report 
showed 
that 
w h i l e 
g e n e r a l 
f u n d 
recommendations are up $876,791 
for the 1973-74 fiscal year over 
current totals, the tax rate proposed 
is not high because of reductions in 
captial outlay and increase of 3 to 
3‘/2 percent projected in assessed 
valuations, to offset the general 
fund boost. 


Johnsoifs office cut more than 
$2.2 million from total requests of 
$79.7 million before handing the 
proposed budget to the board for 
approval.

"a 
position 
of

importance 
in the adm inistration

“The whole question of i n f in ity 
is a decision that must be made by 
the Justice D epartm ent," Ziegler 
said.

SACRAMENTO —California’s cities and counties this 
year will get about $19 million more than they expected 
from highway users taxes and motor vehicle license fees, 
and can look forward to 1973-74 apportionments some $30 
million greater than this year. State Controller Hugh 
Flournoy announced today. 
“ Increasing sales of gasoline and diesel fuel indicate the 
city-county allocations of highway users taxes for 1972-73 
will be about 4 4 percent higher than originally estimated." 
Flournoy said. “ The increased number and value of 
licensed vehicles will raise those apportionments about 5.9 
percent this year. 
“ The same elements are expected to continue increasing 
the apportionments during 1973-74, according to the

"When form er White House Counsel John Dean is 
reported throughout this country to have privately 
told grand jury investigators that the President was 
directly involved in a W atergate cover-up, President 
Nixon is being tried, sentenced and executed by rumor 
and allegation," Proxm ire said in a Senate speech. 
"As the senator who succeeded Joe McCarthy in the 
United States Senate 1 find this kind of persecution 
and condemnation without trial M cCarthyism at its 
worst... 
“ D oesn’t the President have the sam e sim ple right 
that every other Am erican has to be innocent until 
proven guilty? 
"D oesn’t a man who has spent m ore than 20 years in ' 
the pitiless glare at the sum m it of national political 
life deserve to be believed when he directly tells the 
nation that he had no knowledge of these m atters until 
there is proof that he lied? 
"D oesn’t he deserve at least this m easure of faith 
until proven a liar?" 
Proxm ire has been one of Nixon’s m ost vocal 
critics— 
particularly 
on 
defense 
spending 
and 
Vietnam 
policy. 
He 
readily acknowledged these 
differences with the President in his speech. 
But he said Nixon's accom plism ents, including the 
new "peaceful posture" with China and the nuclear 
arm s treaty with Russia, should not be forgotten in 
the pell-m ell rush to dig out the W atergate story. 
Proxm ire noted the "reprehensible nature" of 
Nixon's California cam paigns for Congress in 1946 and 
1950 and said he deplored the President's "ruthless 
orders" for the Christm as-week bombing of Vietnam 
last year and the continued air war in Cambodia.

Surly fans on Aaron's back

NEW YORK (U PI) — Hank Aaron has never been 
more upset, more terribly agitated, in his 22 years in 
baseball. 
He’s hitting only .208, but that has nothing to do with it. 
What’s tearing him up inside, what’s gnawing away at 
the 39-year-old Atlanta Braves’ superstar so much that 
his voice breaks sometimes when he talks about it, really 
has little to do with baseball. 


It has much more to do with abysmal ignorance, the 
type causing so much trouble throughout the world 
today. Hank Aaron’s anguish is being caused by a small 
group of fans who generally sit in right field in Atlanta 
Stadium. They never let up on Aaron. Fans have a right 
to holler and yell, but when they abuse that right as these 
few do—and Aaron keeps emphasizing it is only these 
same few all the time—then the whole thing becomes all 
wrong. 
“ What specifically do they call me?” says Hank 
Aaron, repeating a newsman’s question, ‘i ’ll tell you 
what they call me. They call me nigger. They say I ’m not 
as good as Babe Ruth. I never said 1 was, did I? Then 
they say I’m being paid too much money. They call me 
ans-o-b ” 


Hank Aaron says it exactly that way. 
He uses the three initials instead of the actual words 
because basically, deep down, he’s a truly gentle 
individual, one not usually given to the customary rough 
talk you hear in a baseball clubhouse. 
But the man who has hit 681 major league home runs 
already and is zeroing in more and more on Babe Ruth's 
glamorous all-time record of 714 can react when he feels 
there is no other way out 


I remember being in Tampa, Fla., a few springs back. 
Both the Braves and Yankees were there at this 
particular time, too, and one night in front ol the 
Hillsborough Hotel a drunk began bothering Bobby 
Richardson, the little ex-Yankee second baseman 
This guy was giving Richardson a hard time. Hank 
Aaron was watching the whole thing, minding his own 
business, when the guy started on him, too, first calling 


after this.” 
The game started out as it it would 
be a rout with DiGregorio scoring 
eight points and Tom Henderson 
seven as the U.S. mounted a 24-15 
lead. With just 3:27 left to go in the 
first half, the Americans still led 35- 
27 following a basket by DiGregorio 
and 
two free throws by 
Don 
Behagen. 
But the Russians ran off seven 
straight points and trailed only 36-35 
at intermission. 
Once again in the second half it 
was the U.S. setting the pace, 
opening a 55-48 advantage at one 


point. But although the Russians lost 
four of their players in the second 
half to fouls, including team star 
and high-scorer Aleksandr Belov < 13 
points), they not only fought back 
but commanded a 73-69 lead with 
just 50 seconds to go in regulation 
But DiGregorio 
fired 
in two 
baskets in the space of 14 seconds to 
force the overtime, and he scored 
the first two U.S. goals ot the extra 
session. George Karl then followed 
with his only basket of the game to 
put the U.S. in front for good, 79-77. 
and Barnes rapped it up with four 
field goals.

More to the point, when these certain right field 
patrons in Atlanta kept getting on Aaron where he no 
longer could take it a little more than a week ago, he 
waited until the game was over and invited them down to 
confront him. 
They didn't of course. 
“ I’m not going to take no more of that,” says Hank 
Aaron. “ Why should I? It doesn’t happen in other cities. 
One thing I wanna get straight. Generally speaking, the 
people in Atlanta have been wonderful to me, but it's just 
these few I’m talking about. 
“ Look, I’m no damn fool, either. I’m just getting too 
close to Ruth’s record, infringing on an area where no 
black man ever has been before. If I were a white boy, 
it’d be fine. If this were someone like Killebrew or 
Mantle doing it, everything would be all right. But they 
can’t accept the fact I'm black and I’ve got this chance to 
do it.” 
Hank Aaron first reported to the Braves from 
Jacksonville of the South Atlantic League in 1954 and 
never before has been involved in any race issue. That’s 
why his comments become all the more meaningful. 
“ The very first day this season 1 was booed.” he says. 
"I didn’t deserve that. What was my crime? What did I 
do wrong? I’m only a human being But these people 
start in and never let up. Some loudmouth keeps 
hollering I’m not as good as Babe Ruth. Hell, this guy 
doing all the hollering, he ain’t half as good as me! I take 
one look at him, see he s about my age, and know he 
never saw Babe Ruth in his life. 
“ Then they get on this thing about me not being worth 
the money I ’m getting. I’ve always earned what I got. 
Nobody ever gave me anything for nothing. The only 
thing I can tigure is this guy’s old lady kicks him outta 
the house on Saturday, and he says to himself 1 11 go out 
there and get on that boy in right field I’m sure he 
doesn’t call me Aaron. He probably calls me that boy.’”

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing finally broke loose last week, and things 
have been hectic around the Harbor Associates launching 
facility. Practically every boat had fish, with many in the 
16 to 18 pound class. According to the record, Sunday to 
Thursday, 58 boats were launched with a total of 206 salmon 
caught. Party boats were busy, and the rock fish had a rest! 
Bait is plentiful and the water a cool 53 degrees. Artificial 
squid appears to be an attractive lure at this time, with 
anchovies and the old standby lures doing their stuff 
Weather conditions look good, and fishing mav now take 
its proper place out of Avila. Reservations on salmon boats 
should be made well in advance, as the pressure is 
increasing rapidly. 
Surf fishing at Oceano Beach has also been excellent, 
with many limits of big barred perch taken on bait and 
small lures, according to Bill Lovern, who keeps a very 
jealous eye on what transpires in his bailiwick. He also 
reports that there are trout in the Arroyo Grande Creek 
Lagoon, which is now open to trout fishing, with a 10 fish 
limit. 


In the Santa Barbara - Ventura - Hueneme areas, rock 
fishing is good, with the Channel Islands showing probably 
the best results in the area. Maybe it is a long run. but the 
results are worth it. Big ling cod, and also big cow cod are 
plentiful, and boats from all local m arinas are taking on full 
loads of anglers. 


No word of any salmon so far in that area. The water is 
usually much warmer than locally, and there should soon 
be a showing of barricuda and bomto. Cisco out of Oxnard 
is offering a senior citizen trip on Monday and Fridays at 
half fare Reservations should be made. 


As far as the anchovy situation is concerned, the 
California Sport Fishing Association is not all happy about 
the conditions, despite the assuring rem arks from the DFG 
to the contrary. There is no doubt that bait haulers are 
having an increasingly hard tim e taking care of their 
customers, especially in the more southern parts of the 
state, and that the DFG should take steps to see that the 
anchovy fishery does not go the way of the sardine fishery. 
In some tackle stores anchovies are almost non existent, 
•and a herring substitute is being sold at a high price. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Crowley Lake, the Mecca of many trout fisherman on 
opening day, found a 30 per cent drop in boats launched 
from last year, with fishing correspondingly lower. 1,230 
boats were launched this year compared with over 1,800 
last year. 
Lake Cachuma reports that trollers are getting the most 
action on fair sized trout, and bass anglers getting a good 
play in deep water. Catfishing on the slow side, but should 
pick up. 
Lopez Lake was planted after the holiday, by the DFG as 
was Lopez Creek, with tremendous fishing pressure. Then 
the county planted over 7,000 trout, as part of their 
contribution for the loss of the steelhead fishery, to be 
followed by another planting end of the month, and a final 
one in June. Altogether, some 20,000 catchable trout. 
So far trout fishing has been spotty, with the fish still a 
mystery. The best sport has been in the Wittenberg Arm, 
both for trout and large bass. Bill Endert of Arroyo Grande 
caught a four and three quarter pound bass from the shore 
on a Rooster Tail. 
Lots of blue gill and other “ varm ints' being caught By 
the way, we hear from a relative who fished Success Lake 
for blue gill. He smokes them and claim s they are fine 
eating. We have sent for his recipe, and will then help to 
keep the blue gill population down! 
M argarita Lake slow on bass, some crappie hitting. 
Catfish also on the slow side. 
Tom Randolph reports that white bass fishing is holding 
the center of the stage, with more black bass being taken. 
However, they are not running very large, mostly in the 
two to three pound class. Some crappie are being taken, and 
cat fishing almost good any spot. Lake is warming up, and 
angling pressure is increasing. Tem perature on the warm 
side during the day, cool at nights. So far no word as to 
planting the Nacimiento River below the dam by the DFG. 
In San 
Luis Obispo County, 
Oceano Lagoon and 
Atascadero lake were to have been planted. Santa Barbara 
County saw Davey, Brown and Manzana Creeks getting a 
planting. In Ventura County, M atilija, Piru, Reyes, Santa 
Paula and Sespe Creeks, were stocked, as were Piru Lake, 
Rose Valley Lakes, and North Fork of Ventura River. 
The State Fish and Game Commission at their last 
meeting gave approval to a request from the DFG to 
increase the size of catchable trout as being 2 to 6 fish per 
pound and 7 inches long or longer. The raise in size was 
from 4 to 6 fish per pound 
The head of the Inland Fisheries Branch explained that 
modern hatcheries and improved feeding conditions have 
increased the growing rate of trout, and changed hatchery 
production patterns. It is reported that many fish reach a 
larger size betore scheduled planting time, and that anglers 
can expect better and bigger trout Hence, the requested 
raise in size of planted fish

The California Department of Human 
Resources Development has requested 
each office in the state to give special 
attention throughout the week to fulfilling 
job orders for disabled veterans and 
veterans in need of vocational training. 
There are over 300,000 disabled Vietnam 
veterans in the nation who need the 
understanding of the American people, 
their support and most of all, good jobs.

Emphasis on the hiring of veterans, 
especially those of the Vietnam era, has 
been constant for two years throughout the 
nation. Results have been good in some 
age groups but the most difficult has been 
in the 20-24 year age group where little 
p r o g r e s s

The 
unemployemnt rate for these men still 10.4 
per cent, reflecting no improvement over 
the past year. It doesn’t make much sense 
when one considers that the armed forces 
spend $3 billion a year for training. As a 
result, today ’s veterans are coming out of 
service with hundreds of skills — trade 
skills, professional skills, technical skills, 
supervisory skills — in just about any 
field. 
Employers throughout the state are 
urged to participate in “ Hire a Veteran” 
week.

Rip off 


There is the usual talk about the 
unavailability of sum m er jobs with 
the inevitable suggestion that the 
federal government ought to collect 
more taxes so as to subsidize more 
jobs 
for 
teenagers 
and 
college 
students. In New York City, the 
minimum wage is $1.85 per hour, 
which makes for an unappetizing $74 
per week — hardly enough to sustain 
a young person traveling to New 
York to work for the summer, let 
alone a means for salting away 
money to help with expenses during 
the ensuing academ ic year. Seventy- 
four dollars per week is attractive 
only if a i your parents live in New 
York and you can get free room or 
room and 
board, 
or if 
bi 
the 
alternative is no work at all and no 
money at all. 
In 
conversation 
with a friend in San 
Francisco last week 
I learned about his 
attractive son, who 
after a very brief 
dalliance in college, 
opted out. Instead, 
he took a job — the 
first job that cam e 
to mind 
But the 
young man, aged 20, 
for all that he was 
an 
a c a d e m i c 
dullard, has his 
eyes on the main econom ic chance. 
He elected to work in a garage 
washing 
trucks 
and 
performing 
m inor 
maintenance 
such 
as 
changing tires. “ What he was called 
on to do, 
says his father, 
an 
industrious self-made man with a 
high sense of irony, “ requires no 
training at all none whatsoever.”

funds that belonged to the 
stockholders. 
It needs to be stressed and re- 
stressed that, by contrast,when a 
labor union maneuvers to pay nearly 
six dollars an hour to a 20-year-old 
boy, it is exercising raw power at 
the expense of the public. If in the 
New York area em ployers are not 
able to pay more than $1.85 for 
unskilled 
labor, 
the 
econom ic 
meaning of the operation is very 
plain: the Team sters Union, by the 
exercise of monopoly powers, holds 
up an entire industry, forces it to 
pay 
utterly 
unrealistic 
wages, 
drives up the price of trucking 
accordingly, 
and 
depresses 
all 
business — and consum ers — who 
rely on trucking. 
The unions that pay the m ost 
money per hour are most proud of 
their accom plishm ents, and their 
leaders are the heroes of the rank 
and file, even as Jim m y Hoffa was,

Unfortunately, it is suggested that

least What one resents is the means 


by which that sum of money com es 
to him, and the dogged silence of the 
injustice

g en era tio n ,stru g g lin g 
to 
find 
summer 
work, 
is up against a 
curious combination of pressures. 
On

preposterous 
prices, 
hangs onto its privileges and is not 
anxious to give free training to 
potential com petitors. Thus in the 
construction trades unions, in the 
elctrical union and in the plumbers 
union, they are not anxious to take 
on sum m er help. At the other end is 
the minimum wage,which is more 
than 
many 
tiny 
businesses can 
afford to pay, and this means that 
the corner baker or sign painter 
cannot take on som eone for $1.00 an 
hour which low figure som eone 
already receiving room and board 
might be glad to take in return for 
learning a skill. 
How curious it is 
that the free 
marketplace 
could 
so 
quickly 
resolve these distortions if it were 
left to its own devices. It is that 
sam e free m arketplace that the 
critics, 
by 
their 
attentions and 
inattentious, 
are 
ever 
at 
work 
weakening, and disparageing.

I open the brown paper bag on a 
bench: 
chocolate 
m ilk-shake, 
oatm eal cookies and liver-wurst-on- 
dark-to-go with two straws and 
paper napkins. The world was never 
lovelier. A congregation of pigeons,

and only two people are lying in the 
grass — grass thick enough to 
bounce on.

clock FBI guards in the offices to 
see that no W atergate-related files 
disappear, as Mr. Nixon’s trusted 
lieutenants depart.

that

conspirator agents had burglarized 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist’s 


office. 
But 
don’t 
be 
alarmed; 
Ehrlichman wasn’t 
informed till 
after the burglary, and he told them 
“not to do it again.” 
Probably the most serious crisis 
before the country right now is 
econom ic. By a m iracle of bad 
timing the Administration dropped 
Phase II controls for Phase III 
voluntarianism January 11, just at 
the wrong moment, and the stock 
market has been going in yo-yo like 
ups 
and 
dow ns 
sin ce. 
The 
Administration has given us two 
devaluations, a recession, and now a 
hectic boom that could become a 
bust. It sold grain to Moscow at 
give-away prices. A tax increase, 
through tax reform or surtax, would 
sop up inflationary excess spending 
but Mr. Nixon has painted him self 
into a corner against tax increase, 
and his econom ic advisers have a 
doctrinaire 
devotion 
to 
a 
free 
market. So well, here’s the last of 
the sandwich, birds; what a flock; 
now to get back to the AP ticker 
again; there’s sure to be some new 
sensation.

for the next fiscal year beginning 
July 1, a list showing the amount 
selected 
for each of the seven 
cla sses 
of 
expenditure... which 
cannot total more than the school 
allocation computed by formula for 
the seven classes of expenditure.” 
Basically the concept says that 
the faculty of a school should decide 
among them selves how to spend the 
money alloted on the basis of so 
many dollars per student.
